Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims land 8-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 recites, "the platform interprets the predetermined program codes 
included in the computer program by converting the predetermined program codes into 
native codes for storing, into the storage, the graphics images and the rendition time 
corresponding to each of the graphics images, and causes the processor to execute the 
native codes converted from the predetermined program codes, and if the platform 
receives control information that includes the time information corresponding to the 
video played back by the player and the time information is predetermined time 
information, the platform causes the processor to execute an image selecting native 
code for selecting, from among graphics images stored in the storage, a selected 
graphics image to be rendered at a timing indicated by the predetermined time 
information and for storing the selected graphics image into the image plane," which are 
features not disclosed by prior art. 

Claim 8 is allowed for the same reason as discussed in claim 1 above. 

Claims 9-10 and 13 are allowed because they depend either directly or indirectly 
on claim 1 above. 

Claim 11-12 are allowed because they depend either directly or indirectly on 
claim 8.
